Canada the conviction that immigration 
is exclusively a domestic question, to be 
dealt with, as are all other domestic ques­ 
tions, by the law-making body of the peo­ 
ple. 
There remains only to congratulate the 
democrats of both 
houses 
of congress 
upon their refusal in recent weeks to play 
politics with foreign policy. 
The unan­ 
imity with which senators and members 
of congress have acted in this matter ar 
Americans for America, their common 
conviction that in dealing with this deli­ 
cate question “he serves his party best 
who serves his country best” deserve, as 
we believe, the 
highest 
praise of the 
American people and their loyal press— 
mistaken 
critics 
or 
mischief-making 
propagandaists to the contrary notwith­ 
standing. 
Congress commands the sup­ 
port of the country and the respect of the 
world in writing upon the statute books of 
the nation a new and better immigration 
law, for the reason that this legislation is 
enacted “for ourselves” and not against 
or in favor of any other country.

PRINTED ’PHOTOS 
SENT OVER THONE 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW 
YORK. 
May 
21.—News­ 
papers this morning printed photo­ 
graphs transmitted over long dis­ 
tance telephone lines from Cleve­ 
land, Ohio, to this city as a result 
of a demonstration by laboratory 
experts of tho American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. 
The company announced that the 
method, “a simple, rapid and ac­ 
curate picture 
transmission 
sys­ 
tem/* would be installed on various 
long 
distance 
lines 
according 
to 
the demand for the service. 
The 
machines were installed at Cleve­ 
land so that pictures from the re­ 
publican national convention /might 
he sent to New York in a few 
minutes. 
The time taken yester­ 
day in sending the photographs was 
less than ten minutes, making al­ 
lowance for developing at each end. 
The pictures were seven by five 
inches in size. 
In sending the original picture is 
placed around a cylinder containing 
a 
photo-electric cell. 
In the re ­ 
ceiving office another cylinder car­ 
ries an unused film. 
Both cylinders 
are synchronized and while they re­ 
volve a very small intense beam of 
light .thrown on the original photo­ 
graph, passes through the film to 
the photo-electric cell with an inten­ 
sity proportionate to the lights and 
shades of the original picture. 
By the aid of a new* device known 


as a light valve, a beam of light.! 
corresponding in intensity 
to the. 
original beam is received by the j 
, photo-electric cell and thrown on I 
the receiving film. 
As the receiv-i 
ing cylinder revolves, the ray of 
light moves gradually from one end 
of the cylinder to the other end. 
When the end is reached the film 
is ready for development.

j pany said tests had demonstrated 
; that photographs could be transmit­ 
ted by radio by the same method

May 21.—Sir Edward 
Goschen, the man to whom Chancel­ 
lor Von I’ethmann-Holweg is reput­ 
ed to have characterized the Belgian 
neutrality

scrap of 
paper” died at his home here yester­ 


day.
